No room wag assigned to them, and 
the lady and her companion spent 
the early evening in the hotel parlors. 
About9o’clock the young man came down- 
Stairs and informed the clerk that he wanted 
a Justice of the Peace. Inside of fifteen mm- 
utes Justice Gregory arrived. There wasa 
burried consultation and the young man 
brought the blushing young lady forward. 
The ceremony was a brief one and the justice, 
whoisavery prosaic old gentleman, put on 
no extra frills. He did not know that the 
bride was the daughter of the Chief Justice of 
the United States, and neither did any of those 
who were present, outside of the contracting 
parties. When the ceremony was concluded 
the Justice called for witnesses and 
two young men were captured in the 
billiard-room and ran to afmx their signatures 
tothe necessary document.

I have 
lived in St. Louis for the past twenty-four 
years, and have experienced, in common with 
all of our citizens, the annoyance and great 
discomfort of dusty and dirty streets, smoke 
and soot, slow transit in miserabie cars and 
the payment of excessive taxes, all of which 
retarded the progress of St. Louis 

her proper position among 
the great cities of this continent. 
All of our eltizens are familiar with the per- 
sistent attacks upon official prejudice and 
contractors’ influence, which resulted in the 
adoption of the sprinkling amendment to the 
charter. Municipal street eprinkling laws ma 
be amended and improved upon, but they will 
never be repeuled. The saving tothe people 
in the actual cost exceeds ,000 per annum; 
at the same timethe comforts secured can 
not be measured by a money consideration. 

There isaprinciple involved in the peculiar 
method under which contracts for street- 
sprinkling are let, which is entirely respousi- 
bie for the greatly reduced cost between the 
old method and the new.

syndicate is trying to imitate the foreign 
reach of the English Brewery Syndicate and 
the English Cigar Syndicate. Whether this 
latest movement will be successful 
time alone will show. The Western New 
York Sait Association men think its 
success extremely doubtful. From their point 
of view the proposition which was made to 
them and rejected meant turkey for the syndl- 
cate and buzzard for the American mawg@fac- 
turer. In other words, the syndicate made 
the general affer to absorb the interest ata 
price based upon the volume of business done 
ina given period, as shown by the books. 
The syndicate did not offer any guarantee of 
good faith, and its plan to be permitted to 
make an expert inspection of the properties 
without obligating itself in any manner was 
regarded as too unbusinesslike to be seriously 
considered. It was admitted yesterday by 
representatives of the association thata fair 
and reasonable proposition from the syndi- 
cate would be entertained,and until such time 
as one is made the association intends to fol- 
low its method of doing business of old. 

The association men say they do not know 
thatsuch a thing as an American salt trust 
exists or that one is contemplated. 
They think a union of interests is 
feasible but they are not prepared to explain 
the method. On the other hand there are 
many jobbers and manufacturers who think it 


trust or monopoly because of the unlimited 
galt fields in this country, and the ease and 
cheapness of manufacturing salt. 

THURBER, THE BACKER. 

It is well known in the trade that Charles F. 
Burger, who was mentioned in the Detroit 
story as having made adeal with the Michi- 
gan Association, is the active but 
not the financial representative of the English 
syndicate. The man with the money is be- 


lieved to be F. B. Thurber, the grocer. There 
are other representatives engaged in the 
various branches of the work who do not care 
to be known. One of them, who has also 
aided the English brewery syndicate, said 
yesterday when guestioned about the salt 
syndicate: 

„The salt manufacture of England is prac- 
tically confined to a single county—Chesnire. 
Competition makes prices so low that some of 
the manufacturers got together and formed 
a pool to control the interest. 
It was recently decided to organize 
a company and incorparate it. Twenty mill- 
ion dollars were required, but so eager were 
capitalisteto invest that the promoters found 

,000,000 at their disposal. This led them to 
the consideration of a plan for extending their 
operations to the United States. They tl ink if 
the home marketcan be controlled success- 
fully they eam monopolize the trade ot the 
whole world, In my opinion the only hope of 
succeeding with the great undertaking 
is to employ the Standard Oil Co.’s plan 
of maintaining a low price. The syndicate 
will not sueceed without brilliant manage- 
ment.

that the talk about a salt trust was about three 
parts wind. Until about twenty-five years 
ago America possessed but a limited salt in- 
dustry, chiefly confined to the environs of 
Syracuse, the salt flelds there being the prop- 
erty of the State. At that time the country 
depended almost entirely upon the products 
of this field, together with a large quantity of 
the imported article, and the price, owing 
to the limited domestic competition, was 
was high. About 1860 the manufacture was 
begun in Michigan and developed rapidly, so 
that by 1866 the price had fallen to $1.80 per 
barrel. As these fields became further devel- 
oped the price fell during suceeeding years 
until 1886, when it averaged 61 cents. Salt was 
discovered in Western New York in 1883, and 
the development of that field reduced the 
price to 55 cents in 1887. Itis now being man- 
ufactured in Virginia, Louisiana, Kansas and 
other States.
